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MIND ATTACK 

Extremely important sworn 
testimony from the Senate In- 
ternal Security Committee has 
great significance because of 
its relation to the Pentagon 
muzzling of anti-communist 
officers, about which we have 
reported to you over the past 
month. This gag on the mili- 
tary came about as the result 
of a memorandum sent to the 
Pentagon by Senator Fulbright 
of Arkansas. It now seems ap- 
parent, according to this 
testimony, that the Senator 
inhis idealistic ‘liberalism’ 
may have innocently allowed 


himself to become the tool of 
much more sinister forces. 

The sworn testimony is by 
Edward Hunter, well-known 
writer and foreign corres- 
pondent who is an expert on 
communist brainwashing. A few 
paragrafhs from Mr. Hunter’s 
startling testimony will give 
you an idea of the forces we 
are up against: 

“A quick, Red operation is 
being attempted...to push this 
administration, the press, 
and public into a trap that 
would eliminate the anti-com- 
munist program in the United 








States...When communism has 
an opponent’s attention di- 
verted, or has him confused 
or reeling, the Reds push 
forward as fast as they can 
in their psychological war- 
fare, grabbing all the advan- 
tage and booty they can. They 
are using this time-tried 
method of theirs against the 
Kennedy administration... They 
have carefully analyzed its 
conciliatory or goodwill 
traits as vulnerabilities, and 
are exploiting them...” 

Mr. Hunter continued: “A 
new ‘psywar’ (short for psy- 
chological warfare) line that 
constitutes very clever pro- 
paganda is being pushed. The 
argument is simply that com- 
munism is no danger here in 
the United States.” Now read 
carefully what Mr.Hunter says 
next, keeping in mind the 
Pentagon gag order: ‘‘ They 
(the communists) want us to 


THE FULBRIGHT MEMO 
There has been so much con- 
troversy over the Fulbright 
memorandum and the Pentagon 
muzzling of military officers 
which resulted from it, that 
some of the things in the 
memorandum have been lost 
sight of. Senator Fulbright, 
recognizing finally the stom 
he had raised, later tried to 


stop paying attention to con- 
munist activities here in 
America, todrop the alertness 
and training programs that 
would enable our public and 
our troops to avoid Red traps 
and to recognize the face of 
communism.” Mr. Hunter said 
we are in a race —‘‘a race 
between those trying to give 
the American people the know- 
ledge they require of the 
weapons and tactics employed 
in the so-called cold war, 
and those seeking to deprive 
them of this vital informa- 
tion. This is part of the Red 
disarmament drive...in the 
field of mind warfare...mind 
attack, a military label for 
brainwashing.”

quiet it. He made a speech to 
the National War College in 
which he attempted to squirm 
out of the implications of 
his memorandum. He said his 
criticism was “directed solely 
at the impropriety of offi- 
cers of the armed services 
permitting their prestige and 
official status to be exploit- 
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ad by persons with extreme 
views on highly controversial 
political issues.” But that 
does not quite jibe with the 
Senator’s statements in his 
memorandum. First, it is 
necessary to point out once 
more that communism is not a 
political movement. It is a 
conspiracy — a worldwide con- 
spiracy - which has as its 
ultimate objective the de- 
struction of all those free- 
doms that Americans hold 
dear. It is possible that 
Senator Fulbright knows this, 
but prefers to keep it a se- 
cret — or at least keep the 
military from informing their 
troops and the people of the 
fact. In his memorandum he 
said: ‘‘Fundamentally, it is 
believed that the American 


people have little, if any, 
need to be alerted to the 
menace of the cold war.” The 
Senator, who was once a col- 
lege president, evidently is 
unaware of the number of con- 
tradictions in that brief 
sentence. Who believes that 
the people have no need to be 
alerted? The ‘liberals’ and 
their cohorts, perhaps, who 
have done their best to keep 
us un-alerted? Yet the Senator 
speaks of the “menace of the 
cold war.” So there is a cold 
war and it is a menace. Why, 
then, should not the people 
be alerted to it -constantly, 
consistently, insistently 
alerted? No one ever won a 
war — hot or cold - by pre- 
tending it did not exist. 

But the Senator rather gave 
away his own notion of how to 
fight, or rather not fight, 
such a war. His memorandum to 
the Pentagon also said: “In 
the long run, it is quite 
possible that the principal 
problem of leadership will 
be, if it is not already, to 
restrain the desire of the 
people to hit the communists 
with everything we’ ve got, 
particularly if there are 
more Cubas and Laos.” This 
can mean only that the prob- 
lem is to make the American 
people ignore the communist 
menace, remain docile and 








quiet and complacent while the 
Reds go on swallowing, a 14 
Cuba and Laos, one piece of 
the world after another. As a 
matter of fact, the Senator 
made his meaning quite clear 
in the next sentence: “Pride 
in victory and frustration in 
restraint, during the Korean 
War, led to MacArthur’s re- 
volt and McCarthyism.”’ In 
other words, what wemust fear 
is not communism, but a will 
to victory over communism. 
What the Senator calls ‘‘Mac- 
Arthur’s revolt” of course, 


was simply his removal from 
command in the Korean War be- 
cause he wished to carry the 
war to victory, instead of 
the stalemate which made it 
the first war in our history 
that we did not win. And what 
the Senator calls “McCarthy- 

ism” was nothing more than 
the gradual awakening of the 
American people to the com- 
munist menace. Now that the 
awakening has ripened into un- 
derstanding, the Senator seems 
worried lest it lead toawill 
to win over our great enemy. 


‘MOST SHOCKING DOCUMENT” 


There is, in Senator Ful- 
bright’s memorandum, a typical 
‘liberal’ tone of superiority 
which reveals the egghead ap- 
proach that the wishes of the 
people should be ignored - 
that the eggheads know better 
what is good for the citizens 
than the citizens do them- 
selves. And through this ap- 
proach there is revealed the 
fact that he is not really 
concerned about the military 
dabbling in ‘politics’ but 
only in the fact that when 
they warn the people of com- 
munist aims and techniques, 
they are not dabbling in 
politics on the side of the 
New Frontiersmen. For example, 
he says that today “if foreign 


aid were laid before the peo- 
ple in a referendum, it would 
be defeated.’’ Rather than 
using this as a reason for 
muzzling the military, it is 
surprising that the Senator 
does not seem to realize that 
he himself is in Washington 
presumably to represent the 
will of the people of his 
state on this and other ques- 
tions. But the senator real ly 
gave the whole show away when 
he cited as the reason for 
gagging the military’s anti- 
communist educational programs 
the fact that“ running through 
all of them isacentral theme 
that the primary, if not ex- 
clusive, danger to this coun- 
try is internal communist 
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infiltration.” This, then, is 
the quarrel with those mili- 
tary officers whom the Penta- 
gon, acting on this Fulbright 
memorandum, have now gagged — 
that they were alerting the 
people, not to political mat- 
ters, but to internal commun- 
ist infiltration. Is it any 
wonder that Senator Goldwater 
said of the Fulbright memo- 
randum “that the contents of 
this document are the most 
shocking I have seen since I 
have been in the Senate?” No 
one, of course, disputes Mr. 


Fulbright’s right to hold 
these views either as a pri- 
vate citizen or as a senator. 
But when, as chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, he can influence 
the Pentagon to issue an order 
muzzling the military on the 
basis of these views, it be- 
comes a matter of national 
concern — much more so now, 
when we have before us both 
the philosophy of the Ful- 
bright memorandum, and Edward 
Hunter’s analysis of the com- 
munists’ war on our minds.

Before anyone yells ‘book- 


burner!’ or ‘censorship!’ read 
what the Chicago Tribune had 
to say editorially about its 
new policy: 

“Recently and tardily, we 
have become aware that some 
oi the best sellers that have 
appeared on our lists were 
sewer-written by dirty- finger 
ed authors for dirty-minded 
readers. We aren’t going to 
further this game by giving 
publicity to such authors 
and their titles... 

“We will not knowingly in- 
clude in it (the best-seller 
list) any book that is intend- 
ed to make money for its 
author and publisher by being 





nastier than the next... 

“Otherwise respectable 
bookmen have comforted them- 
selves after publishing the 
stinkers by telling themselves 
that the fault lies with the 
readers who crave this kind 
of thing. We, too, have been 
deceiving ourselves with the 
notion that what the publish- 
ers publish and what the 
booksellers sell in largest 
volume ure facts to be record- 
ed by us, like changes in the 
stock market and batting 
averages, because people are 
interested in them. 

“The new policy doesn’t 
mean that we are going to 
join the book-burners or are 
about to advocate censorship, 
or have become more easily 
scandalized by printed refer- 
ences to sex than we were 


last week or last year. Ou. 
position is simply that we 
aren’t any longer going to 
draw attention to gutter 
literature. Those who care to 
publish it and exploit it can 
still do so, subject to the 
laws against obscenity, but 
we aren’t going to assist them. 

“We assume that you don’t 
want filthy books on your 
shelves any more than you 
want to bed down a herd of 
hogs in your living room. We 
assume that you would not 
welcome a visit from a farm- 
hand who hadn’t bothered to 
clean the barnyard off his 
shoes before entering the 
house. We should have in- 
Stituted the new policy 
long ago and apologize to 
our readers for not having 
done so.”
